Representatives. 
Waiting upon him at 


the executive mansion, the committee, 
by its chairman, notified him of his elec- 
tion to a second term. 
Mr. Lincoln, in 


anticipation of this official visit, had his 
acceptance, written by his own band, 
and lilliug a little more limn half a pagu 
of old-fashioned letter paper, ready for 
the occasion, lie read as follows: 


"Having 
served 
four years in 
the 


leptbs of a great, and yet intended, na- 
tional peril 1 can view this call to a 
second term in no wise, more nattering 
to myself than as an expression of the 
public judgment, that I may better finish 
a difficult work, in which I have labored 
from the first, than could anyone less 
severely schooled to the task. 
In this 


view, ami with assured reliance on that 
Almighty Ruler who has so graciously 
sustained us thus far. and with increased 
gratitude lo (he generous people for their 
continued confidence I 
accept 
the re- 


newed trust, with its yet onerous and 
perplexing duties and responsibilities." 


When the official ceremony was over 


Mr. Wilson said: "With your permission; 
Mr. President, I would be glad to keep 
that page of manuscript." 
"You 
arc 


very welcome lo il," replied Mr. Lincoln, 
handing it to Mr. Wilson. 
This paper, 


which was Mr. Lincoln's formal and of- 
ficial acceptance of his second term as 
President of the United Stales was re- 
tained by Senator Wilson until his death. 
It has since remained in the possession 
of his family.

turned it over to Mr. Charles Aldrich. 
by whom it has been placed in bis great 
autograph and photograph collection in

While it is not signed it is yet a. manu- 
script of great value.

A motor-wagon of a decidedly novel

The 
"vTiscoasin Telephone com- 


pany v.-iil shortly, for the reasons 
stated, either terminate the one-min- 
ute toll period, or readjust the tariff 
for such period at a rate that will save 
further "losses. Three years since, 
when the Erie company came into 
possession of the VTisconsin territory, 
the one-minute rate was introduced, 
and fixed at one-third of the then exist- 
ing three-minute rate, that company 
beiieving that 
a large volume of 


business could be procured and hand- 
led profitably- on this basis. 


The toil lines of the company, at 


best, are used only during the busiest 
hoursof the day- ]STinty per cent of 
this business is for the short distance 
(under forty-five cents for three min- 
utes) and the revenue from this service 
has fallen off sixty-six per cent. The 
time of all concerned, and the use of 
the lines necessary to getting the 
parties together, for which no charge 
is made, is very much greater than the 
revenue earning period, and as it 
costs no less to set the machinery ia 
motion for one than for the three- 
minute conversarion, no reduction
